The moderate resistance thus 
far encountered by the western 
Allies in their great Rhineland of­ 
fensive is a welcome but surpris­ 
ing circumstance which is far from 
self-explanatory. 
Unless the German defense is

making a stand against the terrific 
striking-power that General Eis­ 
enhower is employing, we must 
expect Nazi Field 
Marshal 
von 
Rundstedt 
to 
counter-attack 
shortly. 
In fact 
such 
counter 
blows normally would have been 
delivered already. 
This colls for 
reserves, and the position hinges 
on whether the greatly weakened 
Hitlerites have them. 
If Rund­ 
stedt lacks reserves, then he is in­ 
deed in mortal danger, for both 
his flanks are being turned while 
his center is being hit by Ameri­ 
can First and Ninth army forces 
which Berlin estimates at 600,000. 
The Nazi marshal’s alternative 
to make a stand on the Cologne 
plain would be to Withdraw across 
the Rhine. 
As I previously have 
explained, this crossing would be 
a most hazardous operation, since 
it would expose a retreating army 
to the full fury of the Allied air 
power. 
It is Eisenhower's hope 
that the Germans will stand and 
fight west of the Rhine, so that he 
may annihilate them. 
We shall 
know soon how the wind blows, 
for our spearhead striking for the 
great Rhenish rail center of Co­ 
logne already is within sight of its 
spires. 
The Allied 
position 
naturally 
grows stronger with each passing 
hour. 
Our big job at the outset 
is to rush supplies 
across 
the 
flooded Hoer River to keep our 
armies moving. 
Our capture of 
Dueren—key city on the Hoer— 
in 
hand-to-hand 
fighting 
will 
\astly facilitate the movement of 
equipment and supplies 
of

sorts. Things are going well.

He undoubt­ 
edly recognizes

Too Many Red Blood Cells 


A READER write* that she 
would like to know something 
ab out "poly cy themia vern," which 
ihe has just found she has and 
wants to know what it is and how 
dangerous it is. 
Poly cy themia vera is the oppo­ 
site of anemia. It is a situation 
where the numb er of red cells in 
the circulation is twice as much, 
and sometimes more than twice as 
much, as normal. 
The b alance of the red cells in 
health is quite remarkab le. With 
remarkab le regularity , day in and 
day out, we can count the numb er 
of red cells per cub ic millimeter of 
b lood and find that it is 5,000,000. 
How Counting Is Done 
The counting is done b y a simple 
pipette which takes a small drop 
of b lood from a needle prick in 
y our finger. This drop is diluted 
and put under the microscope in a 
chamb er of exactly one cub ic milli­ 
meter dimensions, b ut so delicately 
ruled off that a sample can b e 
counted which will do for the 
whole. The result is very accurate 
and even. 
The remarkab le thing is that in 
all adults the amount of b lood is 
alway s so nearly the same in 
health 
for 
the 
given 
amount 
counted. 
The first person ever to do 
a 
count was a wisp of a German pro­ 
fessor and he found he had just as 
many cells as a large, fat janitor, 
so he specifically remarked that 
it surprised him he had so much 
b lood, b ecause—"Ich b in so ma- 
ger." 
Activity of Bone Marrow 
The b alance is kept up b y the 
activity of the b one marrow which 
manufactures red b lood cells and 
the natural loss of them from their 
wearing out, small b leedings on 
the surface of the b ody , etc. A red 
cell lives in the b lood stream ab out 
forty day s. 
Sometimes the b alance is lost. 
The commonest way to upset it is 
b y a haemorrhage. There are six 
quarts of b lood in the b ody and 
the loss of two quarts is serious. 
But here our modern methods of 
transfusion and plasma tide the 
person over the crisis until the 
marrow has made up the loss. 


Anemia not due to loss of b lood 
from haemorrhage comes from 
depression of the functional ac­ 
tivity of the marrow in varioua 
way s. The fairly common disease, 
pernicious anemia, is an example 
of depression of the marrow re­ 
sulting in a depletion of red cells 
to as low as a million or less. 
We do not know what causes 
this reduction in marrow activity 
in pernicious anemia, hut studies 
have shown that a sub stance man­ 
ufactured in the stomach wall and 
stored in the liver activate it and 
so we can cure it for all practical 
purposes b y giving the patient 
liver extract. 
Poly cy themia is just the oppo­ 
site. The b one marrow b ecomes 
very active and produces so many 
red cells that the patients have as 
many as 12,000,000 or more cir­ 
culating in the b lood. The patients 
look plethoric, as indeed they 
truly are—red faced and even 
b luish. The b lood, when a vein is 
opened, runs almost like molasses. 
It is, however, not a difficult 
condition to treat. It does not 
shorten life and when a fellow gets 
too much b lood in him we can just 
b leed him and let the surplus out.
